Summer tax collection and a computerized heating 
system may have prevented lay-offs or cuts into curricu- 
lum programs in the Crawford AuSable School District 
for the 1983-84 school year. 

In the preliminary 83-84 budget presented to the 
school board Monday night, the summer tax collection is 
expected to save the district $101,000 and a new heating 


Then from May 9 to 13, approximately ten 
percent of district voters who have voted at least 
once in the last three years will be surveyed for 
their opinions. 

The school board will use the survey to help 
them make a choice May 23 on which option to 
place before voters in an election tentatively 
scheduled for Sept. 12. 


Information about the middle school 


building options will be presented through a full- 
page display in the April 21st issue of the 
Avalanche, handouts, public meetings, middle 
school tours, radio programs, and speakers at 
club and government meetings. 

The school board will have final price 
estimates and millage estimates for each project 
by Friday, April 15, and they will be included in 
the full-page information sheet in next week’s 
Avalanche. 

Early estimates for renovation of the middle 
school had to be adjusted as more roof structure 
damage was discovered in the 1916 building by 
an architech engineer last week. 

Bill Coberley, of Kingscott Associates, said 
the building can still be renovated but it is cer- 


tainly not the most cost-effective way to provide 
adequate classrooms. 

At the board meeting Monday night Coberley 
said renovation is a smart choice when you can 
use the existing building. 

“But when you're looking at replacing the 
entire roof, reskining the exterior, changing 
floor structures, putting in new floors, stairways, 
heating, electrical, plumbing systems, and new 
ceilings, it’s the least desirable option.” 

“The only thing you’re not removing are 
some walls and the gym floor,’’ he said. ‘‘And 
when you talk about pulling floors and the roof 
out, it’s possible to lose a wall while you’re doing 
it.”’ 

Another $12,000 will also be added to the 
early renovation estimate as costs for four mon- 
ths of temporary housing for middle school 
students during renovation. Eighth graders 
could be shifted to the high school and sixth 
graders to the Frederic Elementary (overcrowd- 
ing both schools Superintendent Kent Reynolds 
said) and seventh graders could use classrooms 
at the St. Mary’s Church and Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist Church.

Crawford County Housing Commission Director Randy 
Thompson had to write and send more than 100 pages of in- 
formation in applying for a small cities grant.

A cabinet-level Council on Jobs 
and Economic Development, with 
Commerce Director Ralph Gerson as 
_its chairman, was created recently 
by executive order by Governor 
James Blanchard. 

Blanchard said the council, which 
will ‘‘interface’’ with a private sec- 
tor council, will provide the first 
coordinated efforts to develop 
strategies for attracting new 
business and promoting employ- 
ment in Michigan. 

Additionally, House Speaker 
Gary Owen (D-Ypsilanti) said the 
legislative Joint Committee on Ad- 
ministrative Rules will begin a 
review of administrative rules with 
four departments - Natural Resour- 
ces, Labor, Commerce and Public 
Health - to find which rules can be 
eliminated or streamlined to aid 
business locations and developmen- 
ts in the state. 

The executive jobs council will 
consist of the directors of the Depar- 
tments of Agriculture, Natural 
Resources, Labor, Licensing and 
Regulation, Management and 
Budget, Transportation and 
Treasury, along with Attorney 
General Frank Kelley and State 
School Superintendent Phillip 
Runkel. 

Blanchard said the council’s first 
task would be to “‘put together a 
comprehensive strategy on jobs and 
economic development. It will iden- 
tify target industries for our future, 
make recommendations to attract 
business and retain businesses,” 
along with making recommen- 
dations on diversifying business. 

Blanchard also said the council 
will have top priorities of helping to 
formulate a public works program, 
small business initiatives and create 
a new strategic investment bank.

Kelley To Launch Study 
Into Dioxin Contamination 

Attorney General Kelley recently 
announced he will meet with federal 
and state environmental and health 
officials to develop a specific plan to 
study the extent of dioxin contami- 
nation in Michigan. 

Kelley made the announcement 
following a request by the governor 
who said the issue needs a thorough 
scientific and legal review. 

The attorney general said he will 
meet with the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Michigan 
Environmental Review Board, the 
Department of Public Health and 
the Department of Natural Resour- 
ces. 

Kelley said he is considering 
assembling a state-federal task force 
modeled after one used in obtaining 
a settlement with Velsicol Corpora- 
tion relative to PBB-contaminated 
sites. 

“It is still too early to commit to 
any one way of doing things. We will 
make ourselves available to anyone 
with evidence of dioxin contamina- 
tion and how it got there,’’ Kelley 
said. 

A Michigan State University 
study has found dioxin-tainted fish 
in 10 Lower Peninsula rivers, and 
the EPA has identified dioxin con- 
tamination around Dow Chemical 
Company facilities in Midland.

While searching through 
the various old tools we have 
in storage, I came across an 
adze which in itself is not so 
unusual, but it had a round 
bluntended punch on the 
back of the head. I knew it 
was a shipwright’s adze and 
assumed that the punch was 
for driving wooden treenails 
into prepared holes. How- 
ever, this is not exactly the 
ease. The punch on the head 
was used to drive down 
broken nails (to prevent the 
cutting edge from being 
nicked), not to drive wooden 
treenails. The treenails were 
more likely driven into place 
with a large wooden maul. 


The adze head is remova- 
ble from the handle since it 
is the inside edge which is 
beveled and sharpened. 
Most adzes would make a 
flat smooth cut, but there 
were those with edges turned 
up which were used to form 
grooves. They no doubt 
found much use when eave 
troughs and gutters were of 
wood. 


Exposed beams are in 
fashion today, but many 
years ago only = special 
beams were left exposed and 
those were given extra treat- 
ment with the adze to 
remove the marks left by 
scoring and hroadax work. 
When the adze work was 
completed, the surface of the 
beam was a delicate ripple 
or complete smoothness 
depending on the character 
of the wood and skill of the 
workman.
